NO DirPICUI-TY NEED BE ANTIOIPATED. 

One is tho I.jiao, which ontors tho sea at tho 
Nowohwang settlement, and tho other is the 
Ya jiing aomo .'!() miles north of Kinohow. 
Tliunco to Shunghai-kuan the rivers are 
small. From Nowohwang to Kinchow the 
road ia frozen mud and sand, and is general- 
ly level ; to Shanhai-kuan tho country is 
hilly but tho road is quite good. A Tient- 
ain correspondent reports the weather in 
Manobnria aa exceptionally fine. Tho ice 
ia, however, aoft and dangerous for heavy 
guna and almllar tralfio, go that tho Japan- 
ese may have to delay thoir advance inland 
until April, while tho Chiuoao aro increas- 
ing in strength continually. There ore now 
from 50,000 to 00,000 Chlneao in tho neigh- 
borhood of Nowohwang, while General von 
Hanneken and aixty-four foreign offioera are 
occupied in oonatantly drilling a picked 
body of 6,500 offioera and men at Tientsin. 
The ablest of the officers ao inatrnoted will 
be given Important poata In the other oorpo, 
but the nuoleua will be oonititnted into the 
bodyguard of the Yioeroy Li, com. 
manded by von Hanneken himself. 
The foreign offioera who have lately 
joined tho Chinese army aro reported 
to have signed agreimonta for six months. 
Captains rooeivo TIs. 200, senior lieutenants 
Tie ir)0, and junior lieutenants Tla. 120 a 
month, while not on active sorvico. In tho 
fiold thoao figures are doubled. General 
Yik Ky taa, Admiral Ting, tho President of 
the dockyard at Port Arthur, Taoug Tuotal, 
and General Wei Ju kwoi have been e.r- 
rested by the local authorities at Mortb 
Tungchow. Lateat information aa to

8UPFEEING NEWFOUNDLAND. 

An Appeal to Christian Charity From tho 
Clergy of Che Colony. 

It ia with mingled feelings of tho deepest 
diatresa and regret that we have to appeal 
to the benevolent for support in our great 
emergency. Wo remember your hearty 
sympathy and practical charity at a tirno 
when fire devastated our city and rendered 
thousands homolesa and destitute. Thut 
calamity, however, waa alight compared to 
tho preaunt one. St. John's alone euUerod 
then, but nearly every homo in the land ia 
afftc'.ed to its aerioua detriment by thie 
financial collapae on the part of our mone- 
tary inatitutiona. The reaulta Indeed are 
already uppalliog. Tho diflloulty and noeda 
are daily incroaaing. It ia calculated that 
at tho present moment l.CCU families in St. 
John's alone are Booking relief — a number 
daily increasing — but th^ greatest fear and 
apprehennion exiat that thoao numbera will 
bo magnified by an influx from tho neigh- 
boring outporta and intensified by the al- 
ready growing cry of want in tho more dis- 
tant aetclementa. 

Usually, the government under circum- 
Itanoea of public distress provide works of 
relief, bun the same causes operate upon 
them, and they are unable to adopt any 
ttdequate remedial measurea. Tho local 
chariiies are doing, and have done much, 
but th( ir roBfiurcsa are limited. Our lead- 
ing ci'!v, 'ha iH (l tho general public, ever 
ready tii n Hpon^l at much personal sacrifice, 
an. theniaulvi'ii overborne with surpassing 
dillicultiea. Liboi haa been largely our- 
luilod, and a (org and arduous winter ia 
before ua. The aavinga of the thrifty and 
induoLrioua are eitlitr completely lost or so 
d(!pruciuted in vuluu that muny who never 
know ivuiil will necil aHaiataucu. 

It is with fliicli circumatancca ao theao wo 
are 'jailod upon to di'ttl. Indeed there lie 
before ua all tho conditiona of distreaa that 
touch to ill J quick, human heartb. And 
therefore we appeal to thoao " who love 
their follownion " to respond with what 
liberality thi y may to our call in this our 
hour ( f groat and trying need.

TYEANNIOAL SUNDAY BY-LAW. 

To Tiiu EoiTon A Sundoy shall be 
conaidered a day of rest, and no ordinary 
work ahall bo pormittod except upon ocois- 
ion of reasonable neceaaicy." What; id rest '! 
Does if. mean brain or mmcular idloucaa and 
BCagaatlon ? There ia no intention on my 
part to disouBB this phyoiologioal and phllo- 
eophioal question, hal Lodir^cu attention lo 
the other portion of the clause. Under this 
clause no one can amuae himself on Sunday 
by looking after hia garden, although ha 
may have been at woric all the week. A 
farmer finding n falling barometer indicat- 
ing rain, will not be allowed to carry bis hay 
or grain on Sunday, for if tho ruin should 
not fall and the following day bo fine, he 
will bo in danger of being brought before a 
magistrate and fined — the complaint being 
laid by aomo overzsaloua religionlat or 
ouf^my. 

Under thie section tram cars will not be 
allowed to run nor ateomboats to leave tho 
wharf ; horaos would have to remain in tho 
stable, because people have legs and there is 
no noooscily for trams, steamboats, horsoa 
and ao forth, on Sunday. Moreover, thoao 
employed on trama, atoamboats, oto , would 
bo duing their ordinary work, which ia do- 
clared lo be unlawful on Sunday, so the men 
would have the law on their aide and could 
legally stop traUio Goodnoaa knowa how 
far ruaohing thia soution of the act mny be. 
Under it tho public may be deprived of uU 
liberty, whother of conRcieueoor action, and, 
inatead of inducing peace and good will on 
Sunday, will sot men ut variance or, at all 
oventa, tho olorioala agaiaat thoao who do not 
coincide with their atitT necked opinions. In 
faot, the clause ia a clorioal clause, and 
" reat " meana going to church, ctu., thrto. 
timca a day. Uoeo not clio clorgyn.an do hia 
ordin wry work on Sunday and got pay for 
it too V Yet a merchant could not make up 
hia books or lottora on thia d^y. 

Tho clause, however, statea that no " or- 
diEBry woik ahall be[]psrmitted except upon 
oocaaion of ' reaeonablo neceeaity ' " Now 
what ia " reasonable necesaity " '! On thia 
aulijoot opiniona aa to the definition of tho 
term differ very widely indeed, but the bill 
says, " bbia is to be determined " by a jus- 
tice of the peaoe or police magistrate ! ! I 
Tney have power co iofltot money peual- 
ti:^8 I Hero, then, we have magistrates and 
j iHflnou ot the peace virtually saying and 
deciding what a man should not do on Sun- 
day. Can there be a more tyrannical law or 
one moro directly iniarfering with liberty 
and the rights of the individual public ? 

Tho enaotment is iniquitous and will lead 
to litigation, for one magistrate will assur- 
edly dilTjr from another as to what may be 
considered " roaaonub'o uoceaaity ". One 
justice of the peace may be a rigid stick- 
ler for the Old Testament and so bo gov- 
erned by it ; whereas tho other 
may bo trained in a modern view of tho aub- 
jeoo and aee " roaaonablo " necosslly where 
tho other would not. In tho end perhaps 
it cornea to a higher court on earth, and 
hero it, too, will depend very much on the 
religion of tho judge, what construction he 
would pub on the words " reasonable necee- 
aity, " for judges are but human and can 
under this section bo tyranCa, in faot make 
a law to govern the people ! 

Moro might easily be written, bub suf- 
ficient has been shown to direct the atten- 
tion of the public to tho insidious manner 
by which thia Sunday bill will take away 
thoir freedom and place their nock under 
the heel of a justice of the peace or magis- 
trate. The bill only awaits a third reading ! 
Are there not a autficlenb number of mem- 
bers in the houao to reject thia tyrannical, 
iniquitous bill which, if it becomes law, 
will place them at tho mercy of rigid, dog- 
matic religionists and their employed in- 
formers. X. 

SABBATH OBSERVANCE, 

To THE Editok : — W. L. Clay eaid it ia 
not his purpose to enter the lists with those 
who have ruahod either to tho attack or tho 
ddenco of tho moasure ; but to point out a 
matter which, though of supreme import- 
ance, haa been entirely overlooked, and, Mr, 
Editor, what doea Mr. Clay mean by thn 
),olnb that haa been entirely overlooked ? 
I object to hia statement ; the point has not 
been overlooked. The point, I believe, ia 
tho Sunday, and the diapute la whether 
Sunday or Saturday ia the proper day of 
rest.

Ho adda 
that tho boat intornsta of aooioty demand 
that there ahall be aecured to all tho privil- 
ege of a weekly day of reat. That day of 
ro'ji hoB been ancurcd to the world by Jeho- 
vah from tho first week of creation, and it 
not a probh m to bo aolvod, not by any 
meuDB. " Tho seventh day ia tho Sab- 
bath of the Lord thy (iod." It, ia not a 
problem ; it ia true if God's word ia true. 
Mr, Clay, thia ia tho problem to be solved; 
not by nnimi.ted appeals to roligioua oranli- 
religious prcjudicca There ia no necessity 
for pi-c judicea. What we want to know ia 
waa the seventh day or tho firot day ap- 
pointed by the Lord to ba tho reat day of 
the seven. Wo have the proof of tho 
Beventb day. Would Mr. Clay please fur- 
niah the Ecripturai proof of the Sunday rest 
day ? I think Mr. Clay, and every pro 
feaaed Christian, ougiit to be satUfied with 
God's laws on the read day without appeal- 
ing to tho legislature to regulate God'a laws 
to auib the poouliar viewa of some poopio, 
and I believe the IfcisUlure ahoulj not 
Interfere. I Want to Know

Words But No Statemeut 
of Principle or 
Policy. 



In bts gpeeoh at Toronto on the 5:h inab., 
Hon. Mr. Laurler made the foUowiag ro- 
marki on the Manitoba aohool qnoation, the 
report being that of the Toruulo Globa : — 
Thoro is another question aa to which I 
have been naked to aay a few worda. I do 
go ; I had not intended to do bo at the pro- 
■eot timei beoanae the time haa not arrived 
to speak upon that quoation, but I would be 
unworthy of the position 1 ocaupy if I ever 
failed to respond to any demand coming to 
mo from any of my folIow-citizenB. There 
ia a qaeatioD, premature it ia true at> the 
present time, which promlaeB to agitate the 
oommnnity — the Manitoba sobool question. 
I have been naked to state what puaicion I 
ooonpy npoo tliat. Let me tell you, then, 
at once. I do not wish, either here or any- 
where elae, to make any political capiul out 
of that). Even U I had it in tny power to 
be borne into o3job" over that question I 
woald not do it. It: is a queuiion th»t 
affects our common humanity, in which a 
section of my followcountrymon, my 
own 00 rel'gioniatf, pretend that thoy 
have been dldndid, and they have come for 
rcdrcaa. Tho (]ueiiiion ia a legal one, whiuh 
ia bcforo the gnvernnicct; to unswor to-duy. 
It ia for tlieii) to Hpf.uk. I i] > not deeiro ut 
the tho prcet'nt tiino to nay anythioj! or to 
do anything to niuko their position more 
ditlKnilc ihiu it ia. It ia a diUicult quoatiou. 
Wo hi"e had experience in tho past, not 
only in our couQtry, hut in tlio country of 
my own auceatora — in France — that relig- 
ious paaaious are the moat dangoroua, and 
can the moet readily ii. fUmo the popular 
mild. At Iho present time tlio qanation 
Stands in Ihia way : Let;ifilalicin haa been 
paesed in the Piovioce of Manitoba whicli 
deprives the C.aholio minority of their aop- 
nrat; schools. They have appealed to the 
government. 

For my part, 1 must toll you frankly 
that I see in tho nuostion but a question 
of fact. I never saw any question of law or 
interpretation of tho constitution. I think 
it was a question of fact, und nothing else. 
What was the oomplaint <.f ir.y follow coun- 
trymen and the Catholics of Manitoba ? 
Inat the legislature oi Monitoba, although 
in name it eatabliabes a syst::m of non-seo- 
tarlan sobools, in reality Imposed upon them 
a system of Protestant sohoola, and they 
aak to bo relieved from suoh a system. I 
I may say I am a firm baliever in equal 
rights and a atrong belio7er in provincial 
rights, but I hare stated on the fi.>or of the 
House tf CommouB more than once, and 
elsewhere, that if the complaint were true, 
H Roman Utkthollo children were furoed to 
uttocd Protestant (schools, it was such an 
outrage upon conscience that no Pro 
rcitiiuc community would tolerate It. 
(Chores ) I know the heart of my 
lellow-countrymen of Koglish origin. I am 
of French origin, but I have lived long 
enough amongst English-speaking men, and 
have read enough of their hlalory, to Unow 
that if there ia any point, any common 
ground on which we can always atjind, it ia 
whenever an appeal ia made I the fairneas 
which ia to bo found in the bro;>ib of every 
Engliahman. Tho I'nvernment did not take 
up their position. They have sh'ftod. They 
have referred it to tho courts twlc3, and 
now they have to deal with It. It Is a 
pure question of fact, rnd I have nothing to 
Bay until the government hivi spoken upon 
It. That is tne p'jaition I haveadopicd. I 
have Slid already that !f tho facts aro true 
It would bo an outiape upon conscience. I 
stand upon that (iround. If the gov- 
ernment have rny battar ground 
I would be ready to o°ai8t them 
In solving that question, 1 do not 
want to make any political capital 
out of It, but in Quebec populor feeHog Is 
very different, you know, from what it '}i In 
Ontario. There aro popular passions in 
Quebec, es there may be in Ontario, but the 
population in Quebau is Catholic and the 
popolatioa here is Protestant, und though I 
am not enything at all, though I am simply 
•n Quebec a oit'/on of Canada, thovgti I 
have no responsibility whatever, the ij;eu 
piporj every diy c.ill upon me to speak 
upon the qucntion of tho Manitoba schoola, 
and solve it for tho govei anient. Well, I 
have no obj^jction. (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) Hell) in, for Inslancp, what a lilou 
paper, LijMin rve. Bays : " We i ro obliged 
to conform t J tho 'aw and a'eo t .) apply It, 
whatever inay bo tho cocaiqut'Doeb for ub. 
Ai til ua, who have muda tlio cause of 
tho Catholics cf Manitoba our own, 
wo will nolaiop n think )f tho decision 
of the Privy Council ia going ij force 
Mr. Liurit^r ' i leave hia cowardly reserve. 
'] ho caufio of tho Catholic! haa made a great 
8t-:p towards auco.'SH, i:nd this ia what 
Htrikj.'i UM iho iiiooi in ihii cir<;umstaii.-s." 
I* it he cowartily rcaervu im my p!>rC in tho 
OV03 of thia Miniatdiial p.ipcr l-j have taken 
ttio altitude I have, by vv hat name shall that 
good Minialori.il pap,ir uhiirautorv:: the ac- 
tion of the Gnvoriiineut of Cinada? By 
what name shall that good Coo^-crvative, 
Mini.nt jrialist paper charac -ri/ : the Govern- 
ment of Canada ? liy what naino shall they 
charaot jl l/i ) their ac.ion in shifl'ig tho 
question from plar ; tu pluon ua they 
have ? Let mo guo'o t-iyou now the opiniou 
of La Minirve tv.o dnya af; Twurdr'. Aftur 
having recited that the J'livy (Juuncil hua 
juot rendered its judgment ututing Llmt Um 
government of Canada haa the rigut I o ini or- 
lere, h% Minorve proceeda tbua: — " Such 
being the condition of things, we must com- 
mence by aBcertainicg what is the legal 
value of the rights of our oo-rflligionista. Aa 
to this It ia the part of simple prndenue to 
wait for tho comploto text of the judgmoiit 
of tho Privy (Dounoll. Thia is whan wa are 
doing, and thia is what everyone should do." 

It ia tho part of wisdom on the part of 
tho government not to speak, but it ia cow- 
ardly rcaorvo on tho part of Mr, Laurior not 
to fpeak. ( :\[)plt.u90 ) I appeal to tho 
comnion eonao, tho fairncBR and tho intol- 
ligeoon of every man in tiiia amlionco. I do 
not want to interfere with thia <|Ucslion be- 
fore tho time. The appeal ia boforii tho gov- 
ernment ; lot them arswer it, and wo will 
judgd their aiinwcr. For my part, I uhall 
ho only too glad to nupport them if it ia 
juat. If not I liliull oppnao it. At tho 
preacnt tiiru! I protc.'it r.giiiiiHt. insinuatlonfj, 
whiuh are made in onler Id fj-il run to fay a 
word. I know what thoy mean. Thoro are 
BU'ua in (Quebec. There nro Toriea in On. 
tarin. Th:^ lileus in Qiiohto can appeal to a 
section of public pusaion ; the Torice can ap- 
peal to a ecotion of passion. If Mr. Laurler 
could be n ado to speak boforo the time thoy 
hoped that If he oaeaped tho lilous ho would 
not OBcapo tho Toriea. That ia the extent 
of their patriotism. I mako it a boast that 
I never yet shirked a public question, what- 
ever It was. (Applauae. / I make lb a boaat 
that upon past ocoaslona I spoke my mind, 
and upon every oooaalon I shall apeak my 



min i at the proper time — when the quettion 
bus been proper.ly investigated and eluci- 
daiifd- 

But this is not a politioal qu?stioa at ti e 
present time. Id shall bs a political quch 
tion ; to-day it. is a purely judicial queaiion 
It ahall become a politioal question when 
the government shall have given their deci- 
sion upon an appeal of the minority in 
Manitoba. 



EETIOBNCE WITH A PDRPOSB. 

(Tho Mall-Kmplro.) 
In hla speech of Tuesday Mr. Laurier 
made hia firab announcement with reference 
to the Manitoba sohool question as it now 
stands. The initial point which this de- 
liverance euggoBte ia Ibe remarkable facility 
with which, In admirably chosen words, 
tho opposition leader can antagonize for tho 
purpose of one argument what ho has as- 
B.rted for tho purpose of another. Mr. 
Laurier does not wish to give an opinion 
upon the iaauo, but rather to throw tho re- 
sponsibility for the firac move upou tho ad- 
ministration. This is not bid tactics ; yet 
it is imposaible to deny that, if ho is oom- 
petent to foJtm a judKmout upon tho tariff, 
or npon any other subject, he ought to bo 
ablo to arrive at a oonclaaton with regard to 
thia oduoatlonal matter. 

Why doea the honorable gentlemen find 
It difhoult to outline the coarse which, ao 
cording to hia view, ought to be pursued T 
Hia answer it this : " Tho qneation la a 
legal one, which Is boforo the government to 
^uswo^ to-day." Were it a question of 
policy or a question ol expediency, ho could 
no doubt say what in the public interest 
ought to he done ; but, seeing thai it is a 
matter of law, he hokla that tho government 
onght to adjudicate biforo a woid is uttered 
by him. It happens", houevor, that there 
liua liecn a good deal of litigation upon tho 
i|U(;alion, and it ia extremely desirable that 
an Intimatinu ahuuld bo conveyed to the 
province of (J-iobec that tho appeals to the 
courts havo produced unnecebaary delays. 
Mr. Laurier convoya the desirable iniprea- 
eion in this way : "For my part, I must 
toll you frankly that I eeo in the (|ueslion 
hut a question cf fact. I never aaw any 
question of law or of interpretation of the 
constitution. I think it was a (|ue6tion of 
fact, and nothing elae." 

Ooo caunot bub admire the ease and 
elegance with which in one apteoh there aro 
placed upon tho character of the isaue differ- 
ent interpretations to cover dillerent lines of 
argument. But lot us examine the latter cf 
Mr. Lauriet's views, namely, that tho law 
and tho constitution were not involved. As- 
suming that thia be true, what is to be said 
of Mr. Bluke, who, when be saw the ques 
tion looming upon the bnri/.^n, pronounced 
It primarily and easontially one of oonstitu- 
tional intcrprotatioD, and invited the gov- 
ernment to adopt special legislation under 
which the points that were raised by it 
might be reviewed, first by the Supremo 
court, and afterwards by tho Privy Council ? 
Is Mr. Blake inferior to Mr. Lturler aa a 
Lonatitutioaal lawyer! Or can it be that 
Mr. Liurier mianodoretaDda the oaae wb □, 
ia order ro make a sectarian appeal, he tells 
us that neither the law nor the conatitutti'n 
ia concerned ? This remarkable tangle 
touching the character of the question be- 
comes, however, a modcat affair when we 
come to examine the hen. gentleman's as- 
Bumed rolationa Co the Issue In the light of 
acLual facts. 

From the tone of tho speech end the lib- 
erality with which the settlement is passed 
over to Ottawa, it might be supposed that 
Mr. Laurier is and has always been entirely 
disconnected with the question. Free from 
all responeibility for its origin, ho claims 
that Ottawa alone can lind tho solution. 
Lut is it not a fact that, aa in many former 
caies in which racial and rellgioua cries have 
been raised, the dilBculty began within the 
Lihoial ranks, and has been kept alive 
within them ever since ? It was from the 
wcstarn wing of the party that the sohool 
act came, lb is by the e;iatorn wing of the 
pjrty that the legal point is obscured in 
order tbab the flame of discord may bo 
fanned until it threatens to destroy the 
peace of the Dominion. In the pursuit of 
the policy of bittornots and strife no char- 
actors are spared. Eveiybndy respected 
tho lato Archbishop Tache. No more kindly 
tributo could have been paid to him than 
that which fell from the lipa of the Anglican 
Archbishop of Rupert's Land. But Mr. 
Laurier'a handmaid, Mr. Tarta, madly desir- 
ing to stir up sectarian wrath, could not 
leave that prelate onl of his campaign. In 
his eagerness to score a point for Mr. 
Laurier be deemed it expedient to call tho 
aged arohblehop's credibility into question. 

Now that a new decision hia come from 
London, the Liberal party speaks strongly 
through its eastern and its western leaders. 
It nothing should be done, Mr Tar'o is 'n 
nrninol excitement and rtr^nr in Queb r 
II BiimothiDg Hhould bo donp, Mr, ('rc i cv. y 
'n to ropLidi-i'o tlio Kederul action, and 
practically to c.irry Maiiitoiia into revolt. 
We all know tho reUtiona of Mr. Laurier to 
both Mr, Gixcnway Mid Mr. T.iri;:. He 
Icui) bath. Ho cwn t'.ll lhc::i, if ho will, 
what in f!- ' i>i ■ : , ; i-' •! of tlui gr i iji'-ie ',f 
the ]Jjml.:ion i.nd t'lo happlniu^ of tho pio- 
nle they ounht ' i do. A word frooi Mr, 
Laurier would cottio tho qucalicn on the 
broad b" Tie cT i.roviii.i..! rii;hiB uiid ji.,-iti' i 
tj all. That word hna not cuiiie ; it will not 
come. It ia Mr. L uirior'a part in politi' a 
not to give peace, but ao to conduct and ad- 
v'ae the followers he has well in hand that 
out uf the intarccoine war they produce 
seme party advantage may redound to him- 
□elf. 

Those rf ua who entertain high hopes aa 
to tho future of the Dnmioion cannot view 
with equanimity thia by no means tho fi.sb 
direot utioinpi to i!;iin a puint at the expense 
of Canada. We cannot compel the leader 
tn speak. We cannot with sicccsa urge 
liim as a patriot to r'..t up the seeds of d'3- 
union that hia uo ignes have sown. But 
thera h r-rp- thirg ii at every good Canadi-'n 
can do. Whatever his creed, whatever h's 
nationality, looting firm in the faith that 
tho sound jadgment which has solved difii- 
cu tqueatinnain tho past will find a aolu> 
tion of that which now disturbs us, he can 
givo bucb a rebuke to the fathers of the ovil 
that civil discord will never ba attempttd 
agdn.

ARTFULLY DODOBD. 

People have given np expeoting from 
Mr. Laurior anything definite or practical 
on tho trade question, but thoro were some 
who were sanguioe enough to believo that 
he would, in Toronto, say eomethiog oa tho 
Manitoba aohool question, whioh would 
■how what oonrae be and bii party intend 
to take in that important matter. But 
these hopeful people did not understand the 
Liberal Loader. It ia not in his nature to 
fice a difficult question squarely as long as 
there is any ohatice to avoid coming to a 
definite deoision. He baa a strong liking 
for {enoiof; and sparring, but as yet he haa not 
Bbown any sign of poaaeaaing the warrior's 
inatinot for real fighting. 

In Toronto he spoke on the Manitoba 
Bchool queation because be could not help 
himself. Both friends and opponenta ex- 
peotod him to make that question one of 
the aabjeota o{ hia apeeoh and ho did so. 
But when he had finished speaking oq it 
hia hearera knew just as mnoh and just as 
little about the policy bo intended to pur- 
ane with respect to the school queation as 
before be oommonced. Ho treated that 
delioate eabjeot vory oautioualy, indeed. 
He was exoeedingly diaoreet. He commit- 
ted bifflaelf to nothing. He held himself 
free to puraue any polioy with regard to 
it that may appear moat expedient. 
Ho aota in the matter as a cautiuuB gambler 
doea in u gamo of oarda. lio rofuaea to take 
any decided utep until hia opponenta ahow 
thoir hiinda. Thia may be very clever and 
profoundly politic, but it is not the way in 
whlob earnest men who have stroni; oonvio 
tiona act when iesuea whioh they regard aa 
important are at stake. They do not 
tomporlzB, thty do unt wait to see how the 
oat is goiD>; to jump. They are not afraid 
to take a atand and to deolare that, no 
matter who are with them or who are 
against them, or whatever may be the issue, 
they wilt contend for their priooiples. But 
Mr. L'iurler ia evidently not thia kind of mun. 
His tactics lead to the bolief that lie 
haa no prinoiplos to contend for, that 
he ia waiting until be aeea what oourao the 
Government will take in order that he may 
see beat bow be may oiroumvenb and defeat 
them. If politloa ia to be looked upon 
merely as war or as a gamo of skill, then 
Mr, Liurier's ta.otica caa bo juatifiod ; but 
if it is " that part of othios lliat baa to do 
with the government of a nation or state," 
if its object ia to promote the buppineas of 
the people and the welfare of the country, 
then the triok whioh tbn Leader of the 
Opposition hks resorted to in a matter of 
auch vory great importance cannot bs ex- 
cused. Tho peace and harmony of tho oom- 
munily aro matters which neither Mr. 
Lauricr nor anyone olse,htka any right to 
trifle with or to saorlfioe to party ends. 

The position of the Leader of the Oppo- 
aitlon on tho Manitoba school quoalion is 
atatod in tho following exlmct from hiu To- 
ronto apeeoh as reported in tho Toronto 
Globe : 

" I do nob want to interfere with thia 
queation before the time. The appeal is be- 
fore the Government ; lot them answer it 
and wo will judge their anawer. For my 
part I ahall ba only loo gUid to support 
them if it ia just. If not I shall oppose it. 
At the present time I protest agaioab inain- 



uationa whioh are made h> order to get mo 
to aay a word." 

NOT RUINED. 

Nothing ia more common than for the 
opponenta of the government to contend 
that the National Polioy haa been detri- 
mental to tho interests of the farming popu- 
lation. Although there aro many facta 
which show that thia ia not tho caau, and 
although tho condition of the farmers of the 
Dominion, as a whole, will compare favor- 
ably with that cf the same olaaa in any other 
part of the world, the Grit politlolana hare 
been and are still doing thnir beat to con- 
vince tho Canadian firmer that he is an ill- 
used man. It ia undeniable that in tho only 
free trade country in tho world agriculture 
ia in an exceedingly dopressod condition, 
brought on aa the farmers tbemselvea de- 
clare by the operation of free trade, atill 
(^jtuadian free traders maintain that protec- 
tion ia tho cauao of all tho ills from whioh 
tho agriculturiata of their country tuiler. 
Thoy try to porauade tho farming popula- 
tion that tho trade pulley whioh has done 
such miaohlef to the Britiah farmer will do 
benefit inoaloalabte to the Canadian farmer. 
In order to give plausibility to thoao argu- 
ments thi-y huvo to do aome pretty still 
lying. Thoy deny that agriculture in 
Great Britain under free trade ia In a bad 
way, but their untrutbfulneaa la ao conspicu- 
ous that they are beginning to find that it 
ia useless to attempt to dooeive intelligent 
men any longer by atoriea of the proaperity 
enjoyed by the oultivatora of the soil in 
(Iroat Britain. 

Tho Hon. Mr. Foster, at Gait, called at- 
tention to a number of faota which proved 
that ProteotioD haa done good and not harm 
to Canadian farmers. He said : — 

I might give many more oxaniplea, but 
now let mo lump all agricultural prnduota, 
and point out that whorcua In 1S7S there 
ivero expnrtpd 000,000, in 189:! wo ex- 
ported 000,000, which wua an incroaao 
of G'2 per cent., and yot thoy aay that tho 
National Policy haa been -a bane and curee 
upon tho agricultural induatry of the Djm- 
iiiion. In view of thoao facts, and tho oun- 
ditioDB found In other countries, I say that 
agriculture in Canada ia upon a basis of 
aoubility and actual profit on tho average 
larger than that onjoyi-d by tho agricultural 
industry of either (iroat iiritaiu or tho 
United States, the ouo with free trade, and 
the other with a highly protective tariff. 
Upon every platform the Liberals make this 
a point against the National Policy. 
They say that tho urban population has 
increased rapidly, and that the rural popula- 
tion has increased slowly. Theyattompt to 
m&ke it an argument against us that our 
polioy haa depopulated tho country in the 
interest of the oity. I juat mention ihia to 
aak the farmera to oonaider it. Farmera, 
yon make oheeae and bactar, and raise 
potatoes and cibbagea, beef and pork and 
eggs. What quarrel have yon if the city 
population baa increased ! Have not you 
by that very increase in the oitiee juat so 
much more demand for what yon produce, 
and juat so much larger market for what you 
have to aell ? If, in 1891, there were half a 
million more pnnple living in oitiea than 
there wore in 1881, have you not just 500,- 
000 more mouths to supply than ten years 
before? Tho larger the oitiea aro the 
better tho home market of the farmer. 
Whoever has reason to quarrel on that 
account the farmer certainly has none. 
While the foreign market ia an important 
one to tho farmers, it ia not nearly ao im- 
portant aa the home market. You exported 
fif'y-two millions laat year, but how many 
millions did you sell for oonaumptlon in 
Canada ? Supposing there aro five million 
peopio in Canada, and five persona to a 
family. That would give us one million 
families. Supposing each family only con- 
sumes your produce to tho value of §200 
annually. There is a trade of $200,000,000, 
whereas tho export trade laat year waa only 
§52,000.000. 

Do not quarrel with yonr home market. 
It is close at hand, and all around it ia the 
most profitable market. The more people 
you have in Canada, the more induatriea 
you have, tho better will be the farmer's 
market, and the greater the home demand 
for what he has to aapply. Juat think 
what each family will apond in a year for 
firm produoo. Juat remember that we 
have a millian families in Canada, and 
multiply tho oonaqmption per family 
by one million. Then you have the 
value of tho homo market. My own 
opinion la that to-day, under the 
oircum?tancoB, the United Statoa, with woll- 
devoloped induatriea, with inimcnao capital, 
with tho acoumulated skill of a century, 
with ohoap inethoda, would, if they hud free 
entry into thia market for their manufio- 
turee, awoep out of oxiptonco every great in- 
dustry wo have in Canada, and tranifcr tho 
buaineaa to the other aids of the lino Leav- 
ing that aside, let mo aay to the farmer that 
your cuatornor is the man who does not farm, 
tho man who lives in the city. Do not for- 
get, therefore, that the growth of the urban 
population meana a home market to the 
farmer. 



per head of population ? The revenue from 
taxation in Great Britain in 1803 was' about 
$9 50 per head >jf tho population, and in 
Canada about $5 iiO per head 1 

It ia aeon vory clearly that auch a fiscal 
system, however suitable it may bs for Great 
Britain, would never do for a new and com- 
paratively poor country like this. But al- 
though Mr. Liurler and his nowapaper 
organs aro perpetually expntiating upon 
British free trade, tlit-y havo not the slight- 
eat idea of imposing auch u syatotn (f trade 
on tho peopio of Cinada. The Liberals 
thonnselves would be the first to protest and 
protest vigorously against such direct 
taxes aa tho people of Great Britain 
are ritiuirod to pay. They v^ould 
uleo dunouncn tho Government that 
proponed to tuko from them the protection 
thoy enjoy. It was only tho other day that 
an enthusiastic British Columbian free 
trader, who la alao a ranohor, said very 
emphatically that it would never do to take 
tho duty oil fresh moat and live cattle, for 
if that were done Britiah Columbia ranchers 
might as well go out of the bualnesa, as they 
would not earn salt for their porridge. 
Banohera, It can be easily nnderstood. are 
not the only Liberals In Canada who are 
benefitted by tho protective duties of the 
tariff. Under British froo trade farm 
and garden produoo of all kinds 
would onter tho country freo and 
ranchers and fruit raiaors would be swamped 
by cheap farm produce and cheap fruit from 
tho States, and that,too,at a time when it is 
tho interest of all who have tho welfare of 
British Columbia at heart to footer farming, 
dairying, oattio ranching and fruit growing 
within its boundo. 

It will not tuko long for any intelligent 
man, whether he ia a Liberal or a Cooaerva- 
tlve, if he stndies the eubjact oitrefnlly, to 
oonvinoo himself that British fres trade is 
not tho kind of trade that the people of this 
country need. Thoao who arc preaching 
freo tradu in thia CDuntry without tha slight- 
cat intention of practising it know this well 
enough.

BRITISH FREE TRADE. 

The Winnipeg Nor'Weater givea ita read 
era a very clear Idea of the nnsultability of 

British freo trade to this Dominion. It says 
of tho froo trade which is not free : 

When Mr. Laurior talks obout British 
free trade ( wii h great emphasis on "Brit- 
ish "), there aro many of hia huarcrs who go 
away improased with the idea that immu- 
nity from indiroot taxation would folloiv cbe 
adoption of auch a policy in thia country. 
But auch is not the case I An abstract of 
tho customs and excise duties taken from a 
return brought down in July, 1894, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Cjnybeare, M.P., to the British 
House of (Jommona, reveala the methoda by 
whioh the revenue ia collected, and the rate 
of duty upon each orllole. Tea in taxed 4d 
por lb. ; uolleo 14 shillinga per cwt. ; cocoa 
Id por lb. ; chocolate iJd por lb ; cur- 
rants por owt. 2 shillings ; dgs, 
plums, prunes and raisins, 7 shillinga

Chauffea Made in the I'eachinir StalF- 
The Enforcement of School 
Attendance Wanted. 

When the School Board met last ovoniog 
they were waited upon by Rev, Dr, Camp- 
bell and Rev. Joseph Hall, a deputation 
from the Ministerial Asaooiatloi!, to urge 
that the teaching of vocal music bo added to 
tho ourrionlum of tho public sohoola. 

Dr. Campbell stated that the Ministerial 
Association had unanimously passed a 
resolution appointing Hov, Mr. Hall and 
himself a doputalioa to urge the matter 
upon the board. From his own experience 
he knew that singing brightened up the 
heavier work in the school room, and really 
helped in the ednciktlon of the children. He 
believed It would be admitted that singing 
was a meana of adding to the happiness of 
the family cirulo as Well as the general 
community. Ho pointed out that singing 
waa a regular ourrioalum in the achoola of 
Ontario. In Hamilton he had scon tho bouo- 
ficial results of pupila being taught to read 
music at sight. He had been informed that 
hero every tcaoher in a publio school must 
poescaa a r> gular toaohor'a certifioato but 
tho rules in thia respect might bo relaxed; 
for a man might not havo qualificationB to 
toaoh other subj :cts and yot bu a lino teacher 
of music. Ho waa ture that the leaching of 
vooal muaio would bo considered liy the 
people of tho city aa moat desirable and all 
would endorse tho action of tho board in 
taking up the subjcob. 

Rov. Juseph Hall said ho waa ealisfiod 
that the toaohiugofsingiog wouldroooinmend 
itself heartily to tho parents of tho children, 
Tho ability to aing was rather a raru ac- 
oompliuhment, and ho for ono regretted 
that he had never learned niusiu in hia 
youth. Singing would givo additional 
happinesa to tho rising generation, it would 
roliovo tho monoiony of the drier studios, 
quicken tho intellect and enable tho pupila 
lu go back with fresh zjat to their other 
loaso:ia. Thero waa an agitation in tho 
preaent day to ohango tho old fystoma of 
teaching, which he believed would result in 
roplaciug higher mathematics, and porhapa 
the clatslcs, with aubj.;olB having a mere 
direct pruo.ioal bearing on tho every diy 
lif d of the community. The introduotion of 
aioging would, he was sure, add to the 
happiness and interest of the community. 

Chairman Batwabo expressed the 
pleasure of the board ac hearing what the 
deputation had to say. The board would 
carefully consider the subjaot. At present 
singing was permlsaiMd in the schools 
and he believed the difficulty as to certifi- 
cates could ha got over if a properly quali- 
fied toaoher of slBging could be secured. 

Trdstee Marohant was in sympathy 
with thu deputation, but was afraid a fin- 
ancial obstacle might bo in tho way aa the 
estimatea had already been sent in to the 
city council. He advocated singing in the 
lower claseea of tho schools, and indeed 
harmony might with advantage be occasion- 
ally introduced Into trustee meetings. He 
moved that the deputation bo thanked and 
that a epecial oommittoo bo appointed to 
ascertain tho viewa of tho government on 
tho subj 'Ot. 

'J"ni;.sTKH Lkwis seconded tho motion and 
Trustee Glover also gave it his eupport. 

TiiusTHK LovELi, Was of opinion that 
properly taught singing would ba of groat 
benetiD to the scbuoia, while Trustee Saun- 
dnra believed that the diffioulty of a singiDg 
teacher nob having a oertifioate might be 
got over. 

Tho motion was carried, the Chairman, 
Trustees Lovall, Marchant and Lewis being 
appointed the committee, 

H. Nathan wrote offering to sell the board 
five lota at tho corner of Orosvenor and 
Cedar Hill roads. Filed. 

A couple of requests from parents to allow 
their ohildren to change their aahoola wero 
refused, no good reaaona being given by the 
applicants. 

The janitor of the North Ward school 
aeked for an increase in pay as the work was 
too mnob for one man and be had to get 
assistance. Tabled. 

A number of " wants " from the prlnoi 
pals of the varioui sohoola were referred to 
the supply committee, and on motion of 
Trustee Saunders it was decided to purohase 
two big bolls, one for the North Park, the 
other lor the South Park school.

It hv.a bi-en riietomary 
for Iho steamer to atay north and tieh a few 
daya on each trip, but one day suliicod on 
the ltt!t occasion r.s tho bigg'iab ono day 
catoh of halibut over known to bs takei by 
one vcBSol wa? made. After boing drcisod 
tho catch weighed 73,557 pounds, or to 
bettor deaoriba the quantity of Bsh caught It 
ia otalod that the decks of the steamer were 
filled from rail to rail and boards had to bo 
placed above the bulwprks. Several of tho 
boats loading the Thistle on that day had to 
bo towed into port before being relieved of 
their cargo. It took nearly 18 hours to 
drras, weigh and Ice the fiah and get them 
ready for market. On November 11 lapt 
the Thistle left Victoria for tho fishing 
grounds for the first time, having in 
tow the old steamer Isabel, fitted np rs a 
fishing station. She returned with tier first 
load of fish on Deccmbor 3, and landed It in 
Vancouver. Sinco then sbo has made six 
trips, two cargocn b^ing landed in Van- 
couver and abipped East over theU.P.R. 
Xhe fourth cargo was taken to Tacoma and 
shipped over tho N.P.R., the two auo- 
cceding oargoos, na will bo the Oi".o with 
this ODO, being tranahippnJ to tho steamer 
City of Kiagaton in Victoria, p.nd shipped 
over the aame lino. Ihua far tho totnl r it^h 
of the Victoria Pinhiog cid Trading Cam- 
piny, Limited, who operate Iho Thistiu, h

Me. Kitouen moved : " That whnreaa 
owing to the iocs oooasioned by the floods 
Irst summer many of the fanners are in ab- 
solute need of eeed gralo, and are devoid of 
the means of obtaining the aaine : Be it 
resolved, Tiiat in the opinion of this honee 
it is desirable that the government should 
take into consideration tlie advisability of 
makiig advances of seed grain to meet 
actual rcqnirementa." 

Hon. (oi.. Baker said this reaolatlon 
opened ap the very larije question whether 
or not the goveinment is to come to the re- 
lief of peraonasnfiferiDg from the forces of 
nature. He thonght that if the government 
went to the relief of tho suiTerers by tho 
Qood on the Fraaer, settlers in other parts of 
the provinC3 whoso crops might be a failure 
because of drought, or whoso property might 
bo destroyed by tho ravages of forest fires, 
could rocionably advance just us strong a 
olaim, and there would bo no end to tho do 
mands upon the govornniont. 

Dii Wai.IvKM, knowi'jg the circunistannes 
of tho F.-aeor rivor aottlore, favored tho re 
. olution. 

Mu HooTii thought it tho duly of tho 
govoromont to aaaist those settl era, not with 
ctiarity, but 'n tho way of an advaneo t i 
Bccd f^iu'T, to bo paid for later on. Ho diu 
not at;reu with tho arj^uTionc i f tlie ProviO' 
ciul .Steretary, fur ho did not boo why tho 
govoinnii.'iit should not nsiab those who 
Buirer hy driiu;;ht or by forest fire, if all 
t hey ni eii i,4 a fjnia" loan of seed to give 
rheoi a fresh start.

JiAJOR MnneR, while holding that by 
tho meaaace they sent to tho I'jivsr, tho gov- 
eumont aid not make tlioniaelvoa in eny 
way liahln for the aaais'aneo now enked, 
thou-;ht that the prcoent oui^ht to bo treated 
Biieeial case, tho whole district having

Ho wiihed l i have it fully understood that 
thci3 '1 nothi-ig iiiyfii irioua about tho poai- 
tion of tho government pnd that thero ri 
nolh"ij.r in what ho desired <> bring 
forivarcl that; should not have the 
I'jlltu publiei'.y. Ho could not agrtj 
with tho eugg'-tion of tho hon. gentleinn 
th.kt their report shonl i bo referred 
back I -) tho (.Tminilf:c without iiny rca 'on 
boini.; shou j for raking the mernheru of the 
I'omniitli to muko thi.t treineiidous back- 
down. Ho proposed, on tho otlisr hand, to

' niniit' c have been misled, nob only by 
utiu ao t .jatimony but by at losnt one faisB 
or In' arroob decument. Instead of calling 
for tha 01 ^ginal of ono very important docu- 
ment they had contontsd themselves with a 
aupp. sed copy, which turna out not to have 
been properly made, and an important part 
nf t he report in baaed upon the untrue word- 
ier; of it which ia sot out in the proceedings. 
Ho wun prepared to show that so far from 
tlio affairs with respect to thcao contracts 
b-ing in tho hocus pocus, unbusiness like 
St. if In 1)0 inferred from the report of tho 
c jmniiti ee, tho utmoal c'.iro has been oxcr- 
clcod by the govomment to proaorvo tho 
public uUercsn, The nutter ia in i lot in a 
sati'-f leioiy Bt.'.te, and tho government ero 
very far indeed from boing at tho mercy ol 
tho contraotore.'jreproBent :d. Ho could show 
that tho committee wore entirely misled, 
but ho did not propojo to unk thoiii to take 
back the!'- report without producing aoiiio 
further ovidonoo to warrant thorn lu con- 
acufing to reriptu their inquiiy, tlian the 
baro atal ;menb that cor'ain material fue'a 
have not been laid before them. Ho ro 
tn'ndcd tho houEo that ho had offered to 
mako a sta'emont of tho facta yesterday, 
but wa i prevented from doing bo by tho re- 
fusal of the hou. gentlemen opposite to con- 
sent I 1 tlio RuspenaioD of the standing or- 
ders ; and if they would consent now ho 
would immediately bring on the motion of 
wuich iio had given notice instead of wait- 
ing until to-morrow, when it oonid be taken 
up in tho ordinary onorss. 

Mi: Cotton warmly objaotod to the house 
being first pub in posaesslon of the faots, and 
t-klked at length abont hia fear that what the 
Atl ernoy-Oonoral wished to deliver waa a 
brief on behalf of the government. 

Tin: Spkakeu, when the hon, gentleman 
had finiahed his nddreas, remarked that the 



sp'jech just delivered had been entirely be- 
yond ttio question, and ho would have to 
inbiflt tliat iho nuimbera who niicht follow 
sheuld keep wi'hin tho rules of tho house. 

Hon Mu Uavik asked to bo allowed to 
put jii'it ouo question to tho hon. gontloinen 
opposite Hm wished to know whether they 
would consent to tlio suspension of tho rules 
of order on tint ho might move his motion 
at onco Ho would like to know why tho 
hon. gentlemen, who are oo anxious to have 
the matter referred back to the committee, 
are afraid to have him make hia statement. 

The Speaker put the queatlon, '* Shall 
the rulea be suspended t" 

Mr Cotton rose to object. 

Mr. Kitoubn alao objected for the aame 
reaaon aa given yeaterday. 

The Speaker -Objeoiion being made the 
rules cannot be suspended. 

Hon. Mb. Davie— Then it ia the hon. 
gentlemen oppoaite who do not want the 
matter referred back to the committeo while 
they can prevent it. 

VANCODVKK CHARTER. 

The houso went into committee on the bill 
to amend tha Vancouver act of incorpora- 
tion, Mr. Forater in tho chair. 

Hon. Mil Davie moved tho amendment 
already diucuased, which has been for eev- 
oral weeks on the order paper, and which 
amongst other things providea : 

" (6 ) In oaae there be any gas, electric 
lighting, tramway, atreeb railway, or water 
company incorporated and carrying on their 
bueincaa within the limita of tho said city, 
tho council shall not pass any hy-law for the 
purpoae of oonatrnotiog any auoh works, or 
by virtue of which the city will become a 
competitor in the baainess carried on by 
auoh oompaniea, or any of them, or in any 
other manner exercise the powers conferred 
hy tha five preceding sub aeotionB, until 
such council haa by by law fixed tho price 
which thoy will offer for tho property of tho 
company or companies whose operations will 
be intrifered with, nor until thirty daya 
havo olapaed after notice of such price has 
been comnmoicated to such company or 
oonipauica " 

Hu again explained that this amendment 
merely reatores a provision originally in tho 
charter, but which waa repealed a fow years 
ago by a clauan praotically smuggled througl 
tho houso. Ho pointed out tho diaaatroui 
resul'a which are apt to follow from tho vir 
tual dcatruclion of privata enterprise by 
competition on tho part of the corporations 
without a fair offer to pay thoae already in 
tho businoaa which the puljlio wished to run 
themselves a fair prie.o for their property 
Ho thought that nothing ia more cUoulated 
tj frighten outeide cipital, and to create th 
impression that public oorpurations in this 
province are prepared to ruthleaaiy destroy 
tho rceulto of private enterprise which thoy 
havo encouraged, Aa an illustration of the 
experience ef another country In this respect 
ho read a long extract from a recent issue of 
the Sydney Mail, containing tho following 
passage : 

"Ono rcaion why tho extravagant ox 
penditure on public works in tho past haa 
helped to bring about the present depreaaion 
ia that it caused an uobeaithy diaturbanca in 
the labor market. Artifiolal conditions were 
eBtablisbed. The government, wielding tha 
power to borrow money, or to ralae it by 
luxation, entered into competition with pri 
vato oniei prise, and aa a natural reault pri 
vato enterprise has snfferod and shrunk. 
Can anyone expect that it will recover and 
e.tpand by reverting to the old aystem of 
borrowing and expenditure ? If any amount 
of money oan bs had in Sydney now by the 
government, and tho Treasurer is being 
pestered by having it thrust upon him, what 
doco that fact toll us ? It is ono of tho 
etroDgcHt pieces of evidence that could bo 
produced to ehow Ih t private enterprise is 
in a sickly condition, that it supplies no 
hopeful outlet for tho employment of capi- 
tal, and that oven such low intgreot as thtj 
government will pay is acceptable, because 
otherwise tha money would lie idle. Thus 
it will bo Been that tho government is enter 
ing into competition with private enterprise 
in tho mstkot for capital aa well aa in that 
for labor." 

-Vlth reapcot to hisamendment, Mr, Davie 
aaid, he we.i quite willing to altor it in any 
roc-,onabIe way auggosted, ao long aa the 
prinoiplo waa preserved, and he agreed that 
ib oughb to bo ao altered as not to interfere 
with tho right of the corporation of Vtvnoou- 
ver to do their own street lighting. He 
wished to repeat, however, that private 
capital mnat be reapeoted or else it will nob 
come to this province, which being left to its 
own reaonrcea bankrnptcy and atarvation 
\Vill follow. He felt oonfldent that if auoh 
Icgialation aa that whioh he aoughb to 
remedy by the amendment, ia permitted to 
stand it will only be a few years before thoae 
reaponsiblo for Jt will bo generally blamed 
for v/hat they havo done. The people hero 
will find out the dioaB'^rouo effect, juat as it 
hr.n bciui found eut in New South Wales, 

Mr Cotto.v urgjed that the corporations 
hould huve the samo right a'l private in- 
dividiiala to enter into competition with 
/atabliahed enterpriseii. Ho first contandod, 
n tho couru;i of a long address, that tho 
amendment should not bo passoti becauae 
under it tho private companies would atk to 
havo their prospi-ctivo profiis capitulizsd at 
a ve.y largo amount, and la' )r statcel tha 
the eleoirio compeny have lost about f '200, (Kill 
'< 1 their venture in Vancouver, tliia being 
homo capi; .1 of tho province and not foreign 
capi'ii ; and he argued that tho legislature 
michtl:tt:r prot-:ct tiie other creelitors at 
homo then the foreign bondhoidera. 

Cai t, iRVisd said tho fact of tho matt-jr 
ia that Vancouver has been boomed at tho 
expaneo'uf capital invited tooome there, and 
now when there ia a chance to make some 
profit she wants to take the busineaa away 
trom the Inveatroa. 

Mr. Kbnmedv opposed the amondment, 
and Messrs. Hantor, Kberts, VVulkem, 
Mutter and Booth spoke in tavor of the 
principle involved. 
At six o'olcok the houso rose. 



AflCT ItOCCSH. 

The houso in committee, with Mr. Forater 
in the chair, resumed the conaideration of 
Hon. Mr. Davie'a amendment to the Van- 

oouvor bill. 

Mil. M(d'iii-,ii;oN in atating hia opposition 
to tho amonlmont dwelt at groat length 
upon tho protitg of railwaya in Now douth 
Wales, 

.Mr. Cotton urged tho suit now pending 
botweon tho coi poration of Vancouver unci 
tlio electric lighting company au an addi- 
liori'.l roaeon for not realoritig tho chartar to 
it:] foriner pooitiou in this respect. 

Mil. Wii.i.iA.MS argued that this amend- 
ment would mako tho companioa' frauchisoa 
porpotual. He said it looked as if ib is bo- 
cauio tho r.ank of BritiBli Columbia and tho 
Yorkehiro Guarantee Company aro in- 
teroatcd in tho bonda of tho atruet railway 
company that it ia propoaed to put thia 
amendment in. He also referred to the 
eir.iet thia amondmon'o would have in re- 
lation to tho ponding legal procsedinga. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley pointed out that thia 
bill cannot affect existing') righta, and 
he did not think matters anch as 
tho suit now pending ahould bo brought 
into the honas in tho diacusaion of tho prin- 
ciple that pabllo money should not enter 
into competition with private capital. There 
ia nothing propoaed to prevent any other 
private oitizana from going into the branches 
of boatneaa named ; there is nothing 
to prevent mercantile competition; the 



solo deaire being to protect private capital 
against tho strong hand of the public money. 
This private capital having been invited to 
como in, extonded a welooming hand, 
offered water privileges free and perhapa a 
bonus, and having in good faith aoceptcd 
tho invitation, it la not right for the com- 
munity to turn round and say that thoyarade- 
t -rmiuod to enter into competition by moans 
cf tho public money. If the city cf Van- 
couver wiahas to go into this buaineBs thoy 
should and will under the amondment have 
I ho opportunity of acquiring the works at a 
fair valuatloa, and from the experience of 
others in the past in that city he did nob 
thick that there need be any fear of the 
compantea getting more than their worka 
are worth. 

Major Mutter wanted to know if tho 
street railway and lighting company havo 
gobthefnll value of their franchise from the 
city, according to tho terms of their agree- 
ment, aa this information would help to do- 
barmino his vote, 

Mu Cotton explaioed that tho lighting 
contract with tho company haa been ter- 
minated, and that tho railway franchise, 
which waa for thirty years, is nob affected, 

Hon. Col. Raker did not think it justice 
after inviting a company in to turnuponthem 
with public money, and ho Instanced the 
practice in New /Zealand of buying out the 
public companies when the public enter into 
their linea of buainesa. 

After further diecuealon the amendment 
was carried on division. 

Mu Cotton moved to reduce tho time 
within whioh applioitlon may bo made to 
quaab a by law, from three moutha, aa in the 
bill, to one month, as in the general muni- 
cipal aot, 

Hon. Mr. Davie expressed tho opinion 
that ono month ia entirely too short, in a 
country like thia where ineaoa of communi- 
cation aro limited, and aaid ho had thought 
of moving to make tho time si-K months. 
Ho pointed out that it is not oorroot to say 
l;hat tho amendment juat moved ia in con- 
formity with tho general act, which allows 
no lena than oix months to elapse before tho 
more important by-laws, under which do- 
bonturea are issued, are beyond attack. 

ItlR Helmoken pointed ont that the cor 
poratioDB are already well prot^otod 
against frivoloaa appeals, and that to allow 
a shorter time than three montha might 
work no little hardship. 

Aftsr furtber diaouaaion Mr. Cotton with- 
drew hia amendment. 

Mr Smith moved an amondment provid- 
ing that tha council may by resolution guar- 
antee the payment of debts incurred for 
local improvements for which tho property 
benefited is specially liable. 

Agreeel to after brief discussion ; but no- 
tice being given of a motion to strike ib out 
on report. 

Bin reported complete with amond- 

menta. 

The house adjourned at 11:10 p.m.

Ouo of tho IMoNt DcHlnililft A(;out8 For 
Fri-slifiiiiiK Old l-uriiltiiri>. 

Enamel, which, owing to its hard 
.surface, is sometimes called poroolain 
iinish, may bo bought ready mixed in 
pint cans iu whito cream and a variety 
of deUeale tints, and also in certain rich 
shaiU'S (if ti iia cotta, Indian red and 
other dark colors, though tho light hues 
greatly predominate. General direotions 
accompany each can, and if these are 
carefully followed failure will be inipos- 
sii)le. In enameling even more than in 
varnishing it is necessary to allow eacli 
coat to become perfectly dry before ap- 
plying the next. 

Tho enamel sold In tho small cans is 
(juito expensive, but Decorator and Fur- 
nisher gives tho as.surance that a can 
will cover (juito a largo .surface if tho 
wood is first "sized" with a primary 
coat of common paint. This provides a 
smooth, hard surface tipoQ which to ap- 
ply tho cnamol, and fewer coats will 
thus be required to produce a glossy fin- 
ish. 

When largo surfaces aro to be treated, 
and economy must be considered, a very 
good quality of enamel may be prepared 

at home, tho nece-ssary ingredients be- 
ing i)ure zinc white and varnish, both 
of the best ((uality. These must bo mix- 
ed until the proper consistency l;as been 
re.iched. It is imp.jssiblo to give tho 
exact (luantities, as the varnish often 
varies in density, ealling for nioro or 
less zinc white. When tho varnish is 
very thick ami heavy, thin it with a Jit- 
tl(( turpentine and then add tho zino 
whito. Tho latter should bo a fine pow- 
der and should bo sifted through a 
coarse not toexclndo all lumps of gritty 
particles. Zino wiiito already prepared 
with varnish for making the porcelain 
finish may be obtained in largo cans, 
and many painters prefer to purchase it 
in this way, sometimes finding it neces- 
sary to thin it by adding a small quan- 
tity of turpentin&

At the Dominion hotel are two of the 

mombors of tho Norwegian colony whiob 
nettled at IJella Coola lait autumn. They 
ore A. S. Tlioreeon and Martin Christenoeu, 
who arrived yesterday from the settlement 
by the steamer Thistle. They are here on 
their way back to their former homes In 
Crookston, Minnesota, to try and dispose of 
thoir property there and will be back ORaln 
in a few months. 

Mr. Thoreson, who is a very intelligent 
young man nnd of a vigorous, enerKetlo 
type, ipeaks very highly of the Balla 
Coola country. "The now oolony 1« 
doing well," ho said. "Pifty-threo 
of the men have already filed on their land 
and ilio others are only waiting till tho 
annw goes away to take up their claims. 
All those who have taken up land have had 
their houaes built and are getting ready for 
the spring work. The olimato la splendid 
and wo huvo had a very mild winter with 
good weather. Tho settlors will in the 
spring plant potatoes and put in garden 
pilchiB. On iny place I have .klready 
ck'ured ( If half an acre and it will bo planted 
fur n.o wliilo I am away. The minister, Mr. 
SuiiHntnci. loiida ua all, however, for ho has 
hlnihad fully tivo ucrea on his place. 
\\ hen I eoino buck from Miuneiota I am 
goirg to bring my brothera with mo and I 
know plenty moru men who want to come 
too. Tho land at BolU Coola ii eaay to 
cl»ar nnd I think on iho wliolo it ia as good 
as any land ou the Coast. I5 would bo only 
an ignorant tenderfoot who would ([uarrol 
with it. There ia room for a lot more people 
up there too." 

Mr. Thoreson saya Mr. Clayton, the store- 
keeper at liella Coola, has been very kind 
to tho Eottlers and has aeaisted them 
in many ways. Then tho Indians have been 
anxious to show their friendship. Before 
Mr. Thoreson oamo awoy, the chief made a 
little speech in whioh ho said ho wanted tho 
prople in Viotoria to be told that ho was a 
friend of tlie wblte men and was glad to 
have them come and live in his part of tho 
country. The Indiana invited the whites to 
a big potlsch last month and treated them 
aa honored guests. Altogether Mr. Thoreson 
is delighted with his experience of life in 
British Colambia, and eonsiders that ho and 
hia friends have met with extremely good 
treatment, both at the hands i.f the govern- 
ment and of the people of the country 
generally.

TAKEN AT PAR. 



UoTenunt on Foot in Tftcoma to Haro Cana- 
dian Uoney Without Oiitoant. 

(From tlio TacomaNews.) 
Secretary Collyer, of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, thinks that the buaincaa and eooial 
relations of Tacoma with Victoria and Van- 
couver, Ii C. , would be promoted if Cana- 
dian money were taken in thia city at par. 
Ho has found after visitine Victoria several 
times that the people of thoao solid Canadian 
cities would como here much oftenor than 
thoy do if they wore relieved from the an- 
noyance of finding their money discounted 
or buying exchange in either larger or 
smaller sums than they find they use on the 
trip. 

With thia idea in mind Mr. Collyer has 
visited several banks to see if arrangements 
could not bo made for taking Canadian 
money at par. The banks ho has visited 
aro the Metropolitan Savings, tho Pacific 
National, the London and San Francisco, 
and the Union Trust and Savings, and they 
all agreed to take the money of our Britieh 
Columbia cousins at what its face calls for. 
The matter baa also been brought to tho at- 
tention of the Taooma Clearing House by 
Cashier Manning of the Pacific National 
bank. The clearing house has not yet acted 
upon It. 

The money could bo shipped back to Vic 
toria and Vanoonver at an expense to tho 
clearing houoo not to exceed probably JIO 
per year. Thia wiuld bo infinitesimal com 
pared with thi> volume of triuio and money 
that it is thought would come here if the 
British Columbiana pot lUU cents on the 
dollar for their money. 

Tho other bunks in tho city will bo asked 
IQ tiiko tho money at par. 

Wlien the matter in finally acted upon the 
morclmnlu fif tho city cun tiiko the money 
whenovor offered and got 100 cents for it at 
their bujika. 

In Viotoria and Vancouver tho monoy of 
the Uuiled States ia taken at its faoo value 
without question. 

There is considerable Canadian money in 
circulation in tho cities ia tho Bollingham 
bay cities at its face value. In nearly all 
cities of this country on the Eastern and 
Northern Canadian border Canadian money 
is taken at its face value.
